The statute 11, Henry VIL. C. I. (Brit.

But this is where the usurper obtains ac- 
tual possession of the royal authority of the 
kigdom; not when he has succeeded only 
in establishing his power over particular 
localities.

Another example may be found in the 
government of England under the Com- 
monwealth, first by Parli.ment, and after- 
wards by Cromwell as Protector. It°was 
not, in the contemplation of law, a govern- 
ment de jure, butit wasa government de 
Jacto in the absolute sense.

lt is very certain that the Confederate 
Government was never acknowledged by 
the United States as a defacto Government 
in this sense, nor was it acknowledged as 
such by powers. No treaties were made 
by it. No obligations of a national char- 
acter created by it were binding, after its 
dissolution, onthe States which it repre- 
sented or on the national government. 
From avery early period of the war to its 
close it was regarded as simply the milita- 
ry representative of the insurrection 
against the authority of the United States. 
But there isanother description of gov- 
ernment, called by publicists a government 
de facto, but which might, perhaps, be 
more aptly denominated a government of 
paramount force. Its distinguishing char- 
acters are (1) that its existence is main- 
tained by active military power within the 
territories and against the rightful author- 
ity for established and lawful government; 
and (2) that while it exists it must necces- 
sarily be obeyed in civil matters by private 
citizens, who,by acts of obedience rendered 
in submission to such force, do not become 
resporsible as wrongdoers for these acts, 
though not waranted by the laws of 
the rightful government.

It is said, indeed, that under the insur- 
gent government the word dollars had the 
same meaning as under the government of 
the United States; that the Confederate 
notes were never made a legal tender; and, 
therefore, that no evidence can be received 
to show any other meaning of the word 
when used in a contract. 

But it must be remembered that the 
whole condition of things in the insurgent 
States was matter of fact, rather than mat- 
ter of law; and as matter of fact these notes, 
payable at afuture and contingent day, 
which has not arrived, and can never ar- 
rive, were forced into circulation, as dol- 
lars, if not directly by the legislation. yet 
indirectly and quite as effectively by the 
acts of the insurgent government.

contract before us. 

Our answer to the second question is, 
therefore. alsovin the affirmative. We are 
clearly of thejopinion that such evidence 
must be received in respect to such con- 
tracts in order that justice may be done be- 
tween the parties, and that the party cnti- 
tled to be paid in these Confederate dollars 
ean only receive their actual value at the| 
time and place of the contract in lawful 
money of the United States. Wedo not 
think it necessasy to go into a detailed ex- 
amination of the evidence in the recordin 
order to vindicate our answer to the third 
question. It is enoughto say that it has 
left no doubt in our minds that the note 
for $10,000, to enforce payment of which 
suit was brought in the Circuit Court, was 
to be paid, by agreement, in Confederate 
notes. It follows that the judgment of the 
Circuit Court must be reversed and the 
cause remanded for a new trial, in con- 
formity with this opinion.
